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IRISH PEAT. 

Our readers will remember the anmouncement 
made in the British Parliament, by Lord Ashley, 
some two years ago, that a process had been dis- 
covered by which the immense deposits of Irish 
peat, hitherto almost useless, could be converted 
into valuable products. It was thought that Ire- 
land had found a means of wealth which would 
raise her to the highest point of prosperity. He 
placed upon the table of the House of Lords « 
candle made from the peat, and lighted it; and 
he expressed his confidence that a clear profit of 
100 per cent. could be made in the business. At 
a meeting of the Natural History Society, held in 
this city last week, Mr. Alger introduced this sub.
